As  we  anticipated  tlie  special  conimince 
charged  wiili  investigating  the  cl)ai;i;L-s  pre- 
ferred against  the  Presideiii,  re|iorie.i"li^\xinst 
their  cnnsideration  in  ilio  31st,  ThL'"~com- 
mittee  was  appointed  for  thai  special  pur- 
pose, End  though  admiuing  irrcgulariiics  it 
ftiliillod  its  mission  to  the  letter.  In  its 
report  the  committee  states  that  oftlie  acts 
of  which  the  President  is  accused,  (i)  "sonic 
had  not  been  practised  by  the  government;" 
(2f  "tliiit  others  Iiave  been  doneby  the  formal 
luithorization  of  Congress;"  [4}  "that  odicrs 
are  already  approved  by  law;"  (5)  "mid  tliat, 
fmally,  others  are  depending  upon  appro- 
val or  rejection  by  Congress."  The  com- 
mittee therelore  recommended  that  the 
denunciation  should  be  voted  as  "not  an 
object  of  deliberation."  It  is  a  curious  deci- 
sion, but  nothing  dilTerent  could  really  have 
been  expected.  The  irregularities  am! 
breaches  of  law  are  tacitly  admitted,  but 
as  permission  had  been  grantetl  in  some 
cases,  and  approval  is  asked  forin  odiers, 
the  iault  is  condoned.  It  is  not  explained 
how  Congress  can  anthorize  or  legalize  a 
breach  of  the  constitution,  nor  is  it  con- 
sidered what  influence  these  illegal  acts  arc 
to  have  upon  the  future  administration  of 
the  country.  It  is  Torgotten  that  these  acts 
will  form  precedents  which  will  justify  even 
worse  infractions  of  the  organic  law.  The 
only  recourse  now  remaining,  in  our  opin- 
ion, is  to  re-alTirm  the  law  and  to  restrict 
the  powers  of  tlie  President  and  his  cabinet 
to  the  simple  execution  of  the  law,  leaving 
them  no  discretionary  powers  whatever. 
Will  Congress  doit  .^ 


THKquesdon  which  principally  occupiep 
public  attention  ihe  past  week  was  that  of 
the  removal  of  D.  Jose  Percira  da  Silva  Bar- 
ros,  Conde  de  Santo  Agostinho,  from  the 
episcopal  see  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  Iiis 
substitution  by  D.Joao  Esberard,  Bishop  of 
Olinda,  who  is  raised  to  the  rankol  an  arch- 
bishop. With  a  singular  disregard  of  the 
the  absolute  separation  of  church  and 
state,  effected  by  the  constitution  now  in 
force,  many  public  men  have  rushed  to  the 
conclusion  that  llie  authority  of  the  state  has 
been  ignored,  and  that  some  sinister  motive, 
inimical  to  the  republic,  lies  concealed  in 
this  act.  Wliether  the  cliange  was  just  to 
the  retiring  bishop,  and  whellierit  was  poli- 
tic to  raise  such  questions  at  this  time,  are 
certainly  within  the  province  of  discussion 
and  criticism,  but  with  all  this  liie  stale  has 
clearly  nothing  whatever  to  do.  The  church 
is  self-governing  and  independent,  and  has 
a  perfect  right-to  regulate  its  own  affairs  and 
select  ils  own  representatives.  And  as  long 
as  the  Pope  is  recognized  as  the  head  of  the 
church,  that  right  must  subsist.  As  for  the 
Vatican  being  inimical  to  the  republic,  there 
can  be  no  foundation  whatever  for  tlie 
charge.  It  would  be  grossly  illogical  for 
the  Pope  to  counsel  a  frank  recognition  of 
the  republic  in  France,  and  then  permit  a 
conspiracy  under  his  very  nose  against  the 
republic  in  Brazil, 


This  little  religious  turmoil  maj'  serve  a 
useful  purpose,  perhaps,  in  calling  anen- 
tion  lo  the  extremely  vague  idea  whicii  exists 
as  to  what  a  separation  of  church  and  state 
really  means,  and  as  to  what  the  position 
of  the  state  is  and  should  be  toward  the 
Catholic  and  non-Catholic  churches  of  the 
country.  If  the  government  must  be  con- 
sulted in  the  appointment  of  bishops,  as 
some  desire,  then  the  separation  is  not  com- 
plete, nor  is  the  church  independent.  The 
state  becomes  in  a  measure  tiie  patron  and 
protector  of  one  particular  church,   respon- 


sible for  its  government  and  support.  This, 
of  course,  is  contrary  to  ihc  leiter  am!  s|>irit 
o'i  the  constitution,  aud  unjusi  to  all  other 
denuminaiious.  If,  o\\  the  contraiv,  the 
Slate  renounces  all  right  to  inlerlere'in  the 
itlTairs  of  ihc  Catholic  church,  then  ils  course 
is  clear  and  simple.  It  is  responsible  for 
neither  dogma  nor  discipline,  nor  for  blund- 
ers in  government,  nor  for  moans  of  support. 
All  denominations  then  become  equal  before 
the  law  and  are  equally  eniiiled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  govenimont.  In  this  last 
resptjct,  however,  die  roalitv  is  wholly  con- 
trary to  the  theory,  for  the  Inv  aiu!  the 
government  exist  but  for  une  cluirch  and 
one  creed.  While  pretending  to  lavor  no 
church  and  to  protect  all,  the  government 
lias  not  only  favored  m<i  church  onlv,  but 
it  has  joined  in  the  persecution  of  sonie  and 
lailed  to  acconl  liberty  and  protection  to 
others.  It  has  in  no  sense  conq>lied  with 
its_  duty.  h\  its  courts  and  oilier  public 
offices  it  still  maintains  the  imai;-es.  symbols 
and  rites  of  die  Catholic  churcii,  and  pun- 
ishes its  Protestant  citizens  lor  refusing  lo  do 
reverence  to  them.  The  incident  \if  the 
jury-room  image  in  this  city  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  this  fact.  It  also  punishes  Protestants 
for  controversial  criticisms  of  the  Catholic 
religion.  A  case  in  point  is  Uie  four  months 
imprisonment  of  Rev.  ).  II.  Xclson  in  P.ira 
for  saying  that  the  worship  of  the  \'irgin 
;\Iary  is  idolatry.  And  it  fails  to  protect 
Protestant  preachers  and  congregations,  as 
proved  by  almost  liailyutiacksuiHui  iliem  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  windows 
of  the  Methodist  church  in  this  city  look 
as  though  a  sies^e  had  been  sustained  there, 
and  it  is  far  from  being  au  unctimnion  thing 
for  a  stone  to  come  crashing  in  during  hours 
of  worship.  And  there  is  not  one  instance 
on  record  where  an  arrest  has  been  made 
for  tlie  outrage.  In  Baliia,  a  few  ilai's  ago, 
an  up-country  priest  broke  uj)  some  Protest- 
ant congregations  and  compelled  tlie  preacher 
in  charge  to  fly  for  his  life.  In  .NLinas,  some 
weeks  ago,  a  Protestant  clergyman  and  his 
assistant  were  stoned  out  ol  a  town,  and  a 
Catholic  priest  led  the  rabble  in  the  attack. 
Hundreds  of  cases  like  these  could  be  cited, 
but  ihesiate  makes  no  ellbrt  either  to  reprove 
or  to  repress.  It  is  needless  to  argue  that 
this  is  not  the  liberty  of  worship  guaranteed 
by  the  constitution.  There  is,  practically, 
less  of  lliat  liberty  to-day,  untier  the  republic 
and  its  so-called  separation  of  churcli  and 
state,  than  was  the  case  under  the  monarchy. 
That  fanaticism  may  be  expected  to  overstep 
the  limits  fixed  by  law,  we  freely  admit;  but 
that  the  law  should  ignore  such  excesses  and 
(ail  to  punish  the  law-breakers  is  a  circum- 
stance that  can  not  be  admitied  willuHit  a 
serious  implication  of  discredit  and  of  bail 
fitiih.

not  appear  in  the  syndicale  he  is  heavily  inlcrcsted 
in  Ihe  enlerpri.se. — Men-hniils'  A',';'/,7i'. 

—An  .-Vnierican  wdio  has  recently  made  an  ex- 
tended tour  Ihrough  the  coflee  districts  <if  \'eia 
Cru7-,  Mexico,  has  the  folU)wing  opinion  of  iis 
capacities:  "  The  great  bulk  ol  iliese  lands  could 
be  put  in  coflee,  and  when  in  coffee  planlalioiis 
their  value  is  almost  ineslimable.  To  illuslraie 
the  value  ol  these  eoffeo  ]>bintalions,  I  will  take 
100  acres  ivhich  can  he  purchased  f<u  500  pesos,  or 
aboul  $375  in  .'Vmerican  money.  Fach  acre  can 
lie  planted  in  1,000  trees.  .-Vfter  the  thir.l  year 
each  tree  will  produce  a  pound  and  a  half  of  coflee 
in'  an  average  ol  1,500  poniids  to  ihe  acre,  or  lor 
the  100  acres,  150,000  pounds,  worth  $37,500  on 
the  spot.  AFier  live  yeais  the  plantation  will  pro- 
duce 3,000  pounds  10  ihe  acre,  worth  $75,000  in 
Mexico,  III  the  interim  the  s[iaees  between  the 
CotTee  rows  can  be  planted  in  bananas,  corn  or 
beans,  bringing  from  ibis  soaice  a  revenue  nearly 
sufficient  to  mainlain  the  properly.  "
